Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present claims are allowable over the closest prior art Fumitoshi (JP 05-271481) for 
the following reasons: 

Fumitoshi discloses the use of a combination of phenolic antioxidant and phosphite 
stabilizer, however, fails to disclose Irganox 1010 phenolic antioxidant. 

In light of the above, it is clear that rejections of record are untenable and thus the present 
claims are passed to issue.
